MEN 1,000 MILES

MOSCOW, Feb. 3.—(4#)—Two 
Soviet ships picked their way 
through perilous seas tonight to 
rescue four Russian scientists 


perched on-an ice floe measuring 


100 by 160 feet. 
The imperiled campers, who 
started meteorological observa- 
tions eight months ago near the 
North Pole, reported by radio they 
were drifting in a strong current 
and with a strong north northwest 
‘wind off the middle Greenland 
coast. 

They had come more than 1,000 
miles from their original position. 

Radio Operator Ernest Krenkel 
sent a message that the wind had 
died down from gale force. He 
gave the position of the sea-going 
camp as 74.08 degrees north lati- 
tude and 16.30 west—about 150 
miles east of Greenland. 

Tent Only Shelter. 

The campers. were sheltered

Sky Cruisers Collide 70 
Miles at Sea in Hard

SAN PEDRO, Cal., Feb. 3.—(A) 
A mid-air night crash which de- 
stroyed two giant sky bombing 
patrols took its eleventh life to- 
day and raised the death toll to 
18 within four weeks in sea ma-

Chairman of Old State 
Board Placed in Charge 
of Division of Income; 
Governor Issues Appeal. 


EXECUTIVE URGES 
RESPECT FOR LAW 


Asks Wets and Drys to 
Join in Helping Bring 
on ‘Strict Observance.’ 


Governor Rivers last. night sign- 


ed the liquor tax bill which will 


give Georgia the first legalized 
distilled beverages it has had in a 
quarter of a century. 


_The chief executive affixed his 
signature to the measure formally 


‘enacted Tuesday by the general 


assembly on his return to Atlan- 


‘ta from a speaking tour. 


Before approving the liquor tax 


bill he signed into law the Lan- 


ham bill reorganizing the state 
revenue commission, abolishing 
the old three-member board and 
setting up a single revenue com- 
missioner in its stead.

sion, to the new post. Judge Jones 
explained his recommendation by 
Saying’ the new office should be 
held by a younger man. 

In signing the liquor bill, Gov- 
ernor Rivers said he hoped that 
“all Georgians will take on a new 
respect for all law” as a result of 
the action of the legislature in 
passing the bill. 

Asks Enforcement Aid. 

The liquor tax law will provide 
revenue “sadly needed” by the 
state, the chief executive said. “I 
want to call on every man and 
woman interested in good govern- 
ment to help us carry out the 
terms of this law, which appears 
the best obtainable at this time. 
It the wets and drys alike will 
join hands in helping us to bring 
about strict observance of the new 
law, I think we can look for bet- 
ter conditions than we have had 
in the past.” 

The Governor stressed that he 
was giving approval to the liquor 
bill chiefly because of its revenue 
provision. 

“At the outset of the special: ses- 
sion I told the general assembly 
that I would sign into law any tax 
measures which they laid upon 
my desk,” he explained. “In its 
wisdom the legislature has seen fit 
to tax liquor. I am giving the law 
my approval. I believe that it will 
not only bolster our revenue 
structure but it also will bring 
into that group of law observers a 
large number of people who have 
been violating the dry law; which

Governor Rivers, in his message 
analyzing the fiscal condition of 
the state government, suggested 
passage of a luxury tax to provide 
approximately $2,500,000 for the 
state, and as much additional 
funds for counties as the legisla- 
ture cared to give. 

The senate approved and sent 
to the Governor a bill amending 
thé appropriations act so as to al- 


store tax directly to the state’s 
eleemosynary institutions for 
building and repairs. 

Double Revenue Provided. 


The bill, a companion measure 
to an amendment to the chain 
store tax act passed earlier this 
week, would give the eleemosy- 
nary institutions the chain store 
revenue in addition to the fixed 
appropriation for operating ex- 
penses. 

Senator J. Howard Ennis, of 
Milledgeville, estimated the chain 
store tax would yield approxi- 
mately $300,000 during the cur- 
rent biennium. 

The senate also adopted a con- 
ference committee report on the 
rolling store tax bill. The bill, 
as finally approved, sets a tax of 
$25 on vehicles used as rolling 
stores up to one-half ton weight, 
'$50 on those of between one-half 
and one ton, and $100 on all ve- 
hicles in excess of one ton. The 
manufacturer’s weight would be 
used in determining the tax. Reve- 
nues would be allocated to con- 
struction and repair of rural post 
roads. 

Homestead Exemption Act. 


The first amendment to the new 
homestead exemption act was 
passed by the senate. The meas- 
ure clarifies the act in connection | 
with exemption applications 
where the homestead is located in 
two or more counties.. And pro- 
vides the application shall be filed 
in that county where the dwell- 
ing of the owner is located. Cer- 
tified copies are then to be filed 
in the other county or counties. 
In no event, however, could ex- 
emption in excess of $2,000 be 
obtained. The bill goes to the 
house. 

The senate voted, 26 to 12, to 
disagree with the appropriations 
committee in its unfavorable re- 
port on a house bill to provide 
$20,000 to carry on the work of 
Dr. Charles Herty, Savannah 
chemist, in wood pulp experi- 
ments. The bill, which will receive 
second reading tomorrow, is at the 
foot of the senate calendar, 

Although Governor Rivers ask- 
ed the general assembly to work 
“night and day” to complete its 
task and adjourn sine die, John 
Hammond, clerk of the senate, 
said that body did not plan to 
hold a Saturday session. He added 
the senate virtually was marking 
time, awaiting further revenue 
bills, and a meeting Saturday 
would be needless. 

Coin Machine Tax Loses, 


The house yesterday defeated 
one tax measure—to levy on coin 
vending machines—by agreeing to 
the report of the committee of the 
whole house that the bill does not 
pass. 

Proponents said the bill would 
not have legalized slot machines 
in Georgia. Before the committee 
of the whole reported unfavor- 
ably, it adopted an amendment 
that stripped the bill of all sec- 
‘tions except the _ first—which 
would have declared gambling de- 
vices contraband.

Georgia farmers seeking markets that will 
transform their products into cash need not 
cast their eyes beyond their own state. At- 
lanta alone is hungry for thousands of carloads 
of the very items which can be grown on the 
average Georgia farm. In addition, there are 
all the other cities of the state, every one of 
which is today sending to other states for 
vegetables and fruits that could, just as easily, 
be grown in Georgia for-the use of Georgia 
consumers. 

In 1937, according to the figures of the Mar- 
ket News Service of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, 15,169 carloads of fruits 
and vegetables were unloaded in Atlanta and, 
of these, only 5,383 were provided by Georgia 
farmers. The other 9,786 came from other 
states and foreign countries. 

Some of the products sold, of course, cannot 
be profitably raised, if at all, in Georgia. For 
instance, this city used 28 carloads of coconuts, 
all of which were imported. Georgia can’t 
grow coconuts. Cuba sent the 1,015 carloads 
of bananas. And the citrus fruits came from 
Florida or California. Florida was second only 
to Georgia in the amount of its produce sold 
here. 

But it is strange that, out of 133 carloads of 
grapes, for instance, Georgia should supply 
none at all. The city required, during the year, 
331 carloads of lettuce and Georgia could fur- 
nish only seven. This state didn’t have any 
asparagus for the local market, no cauliflower 
or celery. 

And, most startling of all, perhaps, is the 
fact that of 21 carloads of peanuts for Atlanta, 
not one consisted of Georgia-grown peanuts. 
’ Peanuts are supposed to be an important Geor- 
gia crop. — 

Atlanta consumed 1,630 carloads of Irish 
potatoes, a vegetable that may be profitably 


grown almost anywhere. Of that total, how- 
ever, only 148 carloads were raised in this state. 


It must be remembered that the figures 
given apply only to Atlanta. But the reports 
for Macon, Savannah, Augusta, Columbus and 
other cities reveal similar proportions between 
Georgia products and those of other states. 

Farmers who would Plant-to-Prosper, seek- 
ing awards in The. Constitution’s contest 
of that title, would do well to consider the city 
markets of their own state when planning their 
planting programs for the year. 


FAIRFAX HARRISON 


’ Fairfax Harrison, who died in a Baltimore 
hospital on Wednesday night, was one of the 
largest contributors to the economic expansion 
of the south. As president of the Southern Rail- 
way since 1913 until: his retirement three 
months ago, he- was chiefly responsible for the 
development of that important transportation 
- system and thereby aided materially in mak- 
ing possible, over a quarter of a century, an 
industrial growth that has added much to the 
social stability of this.section of the country. 

President Harrison,:although his father was 
private secretary to Jéfferson Davis, president 
of the Confederacy, was born in New York and 
his early years were spent in the north and 
east. He was educated at Yale and Columbia 
and began his career as a lawyer before the 
New York bar. 

It was when he was appointed solicitor of 
the Southern Railway:-in 1896 that his career 
as a railroad executive began and the same 
date marked the beginning of his keen per- 
sonal interest in the south. 

No man in important position in transpor- 
tation circles has been a warmer friend or a 
greater enthusiast for the south and things 
southern. He was a deep student of southern 
history and became an authority on many 
phases of that subject. 

His death marks the end of a career well 
filled with constructive service. He will be re- 
membered with affection by the thousands of 
southerners who knew him during his long af- 
filiation with an important southern institu- 
tion.

DIVIDENDS FOR CAREFUL DRIVERS 

Announcement by casualty and surety un- 
derwriters that a proportion of the premiums 
for automobile liability policies will be refunded 
to those drivers who do not incur damage 
claims as the result of accidents, provides a 
cash dividend for careful drivers. It adds a 
new, and tangible inducement for careful op- 
eration of a motor vehicle. 

There is simple justice in the plan an- 
nounced. All insurance premiums, regardless 
of the eventuality against which the policy is 
written, are predicated upon the risk involved. 
Hitherto the risk in automobile liability has 
been decided upon a ratio involving many car 
owners, each one paying his pro rata share of 
the cost. Under the new plan the driver who 
does not contribute to the drain upon the re- 
serve funds of the company, by avoiding acci- 
dent, will pay less than the driver responsible 
for claims that must be paid. 

This, of course, is not the first nor largest 
reward for careful driving. The fact that it 
comes in cash, however, adds emphasis to 
its value as an encourager of care. When a 
man is paid in dollars and cents for good be- 
havior, he is more impressed with the value 
of precaution than when he merely under- 
stands, in a general way, the intangible benefits 
to be derived. 

Yet those intangible benefits are still, by 
far, the greater. 

The knowledge that, by care, lives of chil- 
dren and of men and women on the streets and 
highways have been rendered safer is still the 
finest reward of all. The realization that your 
property, your car, is undamaged at the end 
of a year’s operation and that no other man’s 
car has been smashed by your carelessness, is 
a grand feeling. 

The cash return from your insurance pre- 
mium should serve to make more impressive 
the knowledge of those other advantages which 
come from safe and proper driving. 


HOME OWNERSHIP MADE EASY 


Passage by congress of the administration-. 
sponsored housing bill should bring about a 
marked increase in construction activity. Cer- 
tainly the provisions of this bill make the road 
to home ownership easier than it has ever been 
before. And there are few who will dispute the 
truism that the way to good citizenship, to 
contentment and success in life knows no surer 
guide than the determination to own the plot of 
land and the house upon it which represents 
the sanctity of home. 


Under the new bill, home builders will be 
able to borrow 90 per cent of the total cost of 
their home under a Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration insured mortgage. They will pay for 
this only 5 per cent interest and one-fourth of 
1 per cent for insurance premium. They will 
be able to extend their payments over a long 
term of years. 


Under such a system the ownership of a 
home will cost less to the average man, per 
month, than he would have to pay in rent for 
a commensurate place of residence. And he 
will know the added satisfaction of steady re- 
duction of the mortgage, with complete owner- 
ship, title clear, as a prospect for his later years. 

In addition to the loans for new construc- 
tion, the bill revives the modernization and 
repair loan provisions of the National Housing 
Act. Loans for home remodeling and repairs 
may be made under this clause. 

The double benefits of this bill are self evi- 
dent. The first is in the great contribution to 
Stable citizenship that will result from an in- 
creased proportion of home owners among peo- 
ple of every class. The second benefit will be 
seen in the new jobs provided, not only for 
those engaged in actual construction of the 
homes, but in allied lines, the manufacturers 
of and dealers in all forms of building materials 
and accessories. 

The bill is an important item in the admin- 
istration program for economic security for the 
nation. Its good effects should begin to be 
evident as soon as it is signed by President 
Roosevelt.

WHO WILL SELL THE RICKSHAS? 
(From the Kansas City Times.) 

The puppet government recently established in 
North China by the Japanese authorities has just 
announced tariff reductions on many imports, 
ranging from 30 to 50 per cent, which will apply 
to the products of all countries. Fine, it may be 


said. Here is evidence not only that Japan is 
taking an enlightened attitude toward the re- 
quirements of world trade, but that she really 
means not to use her dominant political position 
to discriminate commercially against other foreign 
nations. The only trouble is that the imports to 
be so favored are those which come into North 
China chiefly from Japan. 

What the Japanese appear to have done is to 
take advantage of a common device in tariff nego- 
tiations which permits two countries to bargain 
with each other, although the lower duties must 
be granted to all other countries as well. They 
simply select the commodities that figure largely 
in their mutual trade and are of comparatively 
little interest to the rest of the world. Thus one 
of the imports affected by the new rate reductions 
is the ricksha. Technically, every country that 
exports rickshas to North China will be benefited. 
And if it just so happens that Japan is the only 
country which produces rickshas, that is her good 
fortune.

AMERICA SPEAKS ) 
Business Upturn Seen in Nation-Wide Survey; Institute 
Index Finds 78 Per Cent of Voters Bullish.

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—A mark- 
ed improvement in business con- 
ditions during the next six months 
is expected by an overwhelming 
majority of voters throughout the 
nation, according to the Ameri- 
ean Institute of Public Opinion’s 
latest index of national business 
confidence. : 

The survey, covering a com- 
plete cross-section of the popula- 
tion, is the third of its kind con- 
ducted by the Institute‘in an ef- 
fort to measure the psychology of 
the public regarding business con- 
ditions—the intangible mental at- 
titude which is recognized as one 
vital element in the week-to- 
week fluctuations of business ac- 
tivity. 

By comparison with the In- 
stitute’s first two studies, the 
latest index indicates a sharp 
upturn in public optimism since 

December. Whereas 58 persons 
out of every 100 interviewed in 
December thought business was 
going to be better, the propor- 
tion in the latest survey has 
swelled to 78 out of every 100. 

The question put to voters in 

1 states was: “Do you think 
business will be better or worse 
six months from now?” 

Results of Three Votes. 


The following vote on three dif- |

The newest survey found a high 
degree of optimism among the 
businessmen in the population 
sample polled. Eighty-two per 
cent of this group express the be- 
lief that business will improve, 


while 18 per cent say they expect 
conditions to be worse. 

A similarly confident outlook 
was found in a recent survey con- 
ducted among 40 large manufac- 
turers by Colby Chester, chairman 
of General Foods, Inc. Two-thirds 
said they expect a business upturn 
in their industries this year. 

The Business Curve. 

The Institute’s surveys indicate 
a possible relation between public 
optimism and the ups and downs 
of the business curve. From Oc- 
tober, when the first poll was 
taken, through December, the New 
York Times index of business ac- 
tivity fell’sharply from 97 to 85. 
During the same period.the Insti- 
tute surveys found a drop of ap- 
proximately 10 per cent in the 
number of persons saying business 
would improve. ; 

Since December the down- 
swing of the Times index has been 
halted. Coincidentally, the Insti- 
tute has found an increase in pub- 
lic optimism regarding the busi- 
ness future. 

Farmers Less Confident. 


Among special groups in the 
population, the survey found 
farmers less optimistic than city 
people. Among geoprachical sec- 
tions, the south was found least 
confident of business improve- 
most confident.

Hlegal Law be said that in the 
matters of local government and 
politics Chicago is a most immoral 
city, but that is a high-sounding 
pulpit generality. It is more 
graphic to consider as a specific 
example of the depravity which is 
accepted as the normal thing ‘the 
city ordinance to legalize horse- 
race betting in licensed rooms un* 
der a system of permits to cost 
from $1,000 to $5,000 a year. This 
ordinance was passed as an ad- 
ministration measure of the pres- 
ent municipal government on the 
representation that it would yield 
about $2,000,000 a year and that 
the city might as well be realistic, 
because the horse rooms are oper- 
ating, anyway, in response to great 
popular demand. 


It is now in abeyance, however, 
on the intervention of the attorney 
general of the state, who demands 
that the corporation counsel of the 
city cite the authority by which 
the city has the right to license 
crime. The city and state admin- 
istration are political enemies, and 
the temptation to give the state 
administration full credit for moral 
and civic righteousness in attack- 
ing the ordinance is easily resisted. 
There are political motives, too. 


There are said to be about 4,000 
of these gambling houses, big and 
little, doing business illegally. This 
is one of those round newspaper 
figures, however, and may be from 
five hundred to a thousand above 
or below the mark. Anyway, there 
are so many of them, and they 
operate so openly that they are as 
commonplace as grocery stores. 
Everybody knows that they pay 
graft, and the temper of the town 
is such that everybody thinks that 
is all right. Perhaps a few re- 
formers object, but only a few.

We accept the situation helplessly, refusing to think about it, 
or regarding’: it as a necessary evil and the inevitable price of 
progress. Custom has made us callous, and we scarcely realize the 


horror of it. 


Thus nature preserves our sanity while we find our way out of 


the trap in which progress caught us. 


In another century, or five,, 


or ten, we shall develop the capacity to live safely in a world of 
machinery; meanwhile we needlessly suffer and die because the 
machines developed faster than we could develop the ability to 


use them sanely. 


The so-called machine age developed in two generations; the 
human animal changes more slowly. Our minds and our nervous 
systems are still adjusted to a “natural” way to life—the way of 
the herder of flocks, and the tiller of the soil, and the fishermen 
who cast their nets from sailboats. 

We haven’t changed as the times have, wherefore we die of 
heart disease, patronize nerve specialists and find peace in sanita- 


riums.

strain, morally, socially and physically, because we haven’t grown 
up to the responsibilities of the system we have created,

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CEYLON COCONUTS. 


People in Ceylon speak of the 
beauty of the coconut palms. They 
are, indeed, pretty and graceful 
as they stand outlined against the 
sky, but there are other things 
about them which interest me 
more, 


The people of this island turn 
coconuts and the trees into ever 
so many things. Do you want a 
bowl? If so you can get it here— 
half a coconut! 


Two coconut trees of Ceylon, The 
one at left has a freak trunk. 


Would you like some rope? It 


is about $15 per thousand, or one 
and a half cents apiece. 


A skilled worker can take the 
husks off 1,000 coconuts in a day. 
The day lasts 12 hours, and the 
work is hard. 


Even now, the old, old method 
of pressing oil from coconuts is 
followed by some Ceylon farmers. 
The nut meats are placed in a 
stone jar four or five feet high. 
Two bullocks walk round and 
round the jar, moving a heavy 
pole which turns a “pestle.” The 
pestle presses on the nut meats. 
The result is that oil comes out of 
a hole at the base of the jar. 

Colombo and other cities have 
large modern mills which press oil 
from coconuts more rapidly and 
with less waste. Most of the oil 
is exported. After the oil is press- 
ed out, the rest of the nut meat 
is fed to livestock. 


Dried coconut meat is known 
as “copra.” Thousands of tons of 
this are exported yearly. You may 
have eaten cake, pie or candy 
containing shredded coconut from 
nuts grown in Ceylon. 

Sometimes the natives of Cey- 
lon use green leaves of the co- 
conut tree as dinner plates. After 
a meal is over, the plates’ can be 
thrown away, saving all trouble 
about dish-washing. 

A sweet drink known as “tod- 
dy” is made from the juice of co- 
conut flowers. The buds can be

More than a million acres of 
ground in Ceylon are covered 
with coconut trees. A tree usual- 
ly bears from 30 to 80 nuts each 
year. A few “record trees” have 
produced from 150 to 200 nuts in 
a year.

Testifies That Under Severe 
Shock Man Could Un- 
knowingly Slay. 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 3.—(4)—A 
psychiatrist came to the aid of 
Paul Wright today in an effort to 
bolster the defense plea that the 
airport executive killed his wife 
and John Kimmel, his “best 
friend,” in a blind, unreasoning 
rage. 

A person whose adult life corre- 
sponded to that of Wright—as a 
shell-shocked World War soldier, 
a tuberculosis victim, 2 man who 
submitted to a sterilization opera- 
tion for the safety of his young 
wife with whom he was “madly in 
love”’—might unknowingly slay 


‘her and his man friend upon find- 


ing them in unusual intimacy, Dr. 
Samuel. Marcus testified. 


The psychiatrist said the shock 
of such a scene might render the 
man temporarily unconscious. He 
might not know what he had done 
until he saw the results of his act. 

Dr. Marcus testified as a “sur- 
prise” defense witness at the mur- 
der trial of Wright, former airport 
|president. The state charges 
Wright deliberately and with pre- 
meditation, murdered his 29-year- 
old wife and “best friend,” John 
' Kimmel, 32, when he found them 
at 4 a. m. on a piano bench in the 
Wright home. 

“In your opinion, uld that 
man . by reason of the sight 
which he observed, have received 
' such a mental shock as to have 
rendered him unconscious at the 
moment?” 

“Yes,” said Dr. Marcus. 

“Could he have gone, still un- 
conscious, a distance of 29 feet, 
got his gun, returned near the pi- 
ano bench, fired the gun six times 
... without having awareness of 
his act?” 

“He could have.”

REMEDIES FOR ROUGH SKIN. 


Alligator hide, dry skin and nut- 
meg-grater skin (keratosis) being 
all more or less constitutional con- 
ditions, the use of external appli- 
cations alone may not bring about 
much permanent relief, although 
the regular use of suitable oils, 
lotions and unguents will give 
considerable comfort and improve 
the appearance of the skin. 


Young women with slight ich- 


thyosis (alligator hide, fish skin) | 
about the elbows, knees, legs, are | 


embarrassed not only by the 
roughness of the skin but by its 
“dirty” appearance regardless of 
personal cleanliness. This often 
leads to still more soap and water 
scrubbing, which is a_ mistake. 
Better use less soap and water 
and more oil. 

Instructions for preparing a 
bland skin oil were given earli- 
er. Such oil, or freshly made cold 
cream (not ready made) or plain 
olive oil regularly but sparingly 
applied will relieve simple rough- 
ness and harshness of the skin, 
provided soap and water is shun- 
ned. As already explained, opti- 
mal rations of vitamins D, B and 
G, to supplement the regular diet. 
will help to correct stubborn 
chronic dermatitis in many in- 
stances, whether it is recognized as 
mild pellagra or not. Chronic der- 
matitis is identical with chronic 
eczema. The vitamin D may be in 
the form of one or another fish 


\liver oil, or viosterol, or irradiat- 


ed milk or metabolized vitamin D 
milk; the vitamins B and G may 
be in the form of wheat germ or 
dried yeast; or all three vitamins 
may be conveniently taken in the 
form of irradiated yeast tablets— 
irradiation with ultraviolet light 
converts ergosterol in yeast into 
viosterol which is vitamin D. 

Ichthyosis is usually worse in 
winter, better in summer, Where 
the thyroid gland function is sub- 
normal, as evider.ced by physical 
and mental sluggishness, low body 
temperature, slow pulse, shallow 
breathing, sensitiveness to cold, 
an iodin ration or under the phy- 
sician’s supervision small doses of 
thyroid extract may be helpful. 

Where patches of skin are COV¢ 
ered with dry, harsh. scales or 
scurf, an occasional brisk scrub- 
bing with green soap (soft soap) 
and hot water will soften it, and 
following the scrubbing and dry- 
ing an application of oil. For the 
hands and face this is an agree- 
able application: 

Borax—One ounce. 

Glycerin—1-2 ounce. 

Rain or snow water or distilled 
water—10 ounces. 

In more severe cases of rough 
skin with hard dry scaling which 
is not relieved by these milder 
remedies, it is necessary from time 
to time to apply salicylic acid in 
the strength of ten grains to the 
ounce of salve or omtment over- 
night, in order to soften the dense 
horny scales.

Following Dow Averages. 


If we proceed in strict accord- 
ance with the Dow theory, both 
averages must be in agreement be- 
fore it may be assumed that the 
market has entered another phase 
of declining prices. And even then 
the application of the theory is 
subject to many “ifs” and “buts.” 
Amateur followers of the theory 
still have cause to remember that, 
on March 17 of last year, the rail- 
road average “confirmed” the pre- 
vious rise of the industrial aver- 
age to a new bull market high on 
March 10. The sequel of that con- 
firmation was a bear market, for 
the all-important “but” was that 
prices were too high. 

Even should the industrial aver- 
age now “confirm” the new bear 
market low for rails, it must be 
borne in mind that something may 
yet happen to make prices appear 
too low. 


Decline in stock exchange seat 
prices to $59,000 on the latest sale 
—the lowest price since 1918, when 
the low was $45,000—served to 
throw further gloom over the fi- 
nancial district. The lowest price 
in 20 years for memberships is a 
reflection on dwindling hopes for 
any decided pickup in the volume 
of business, for many reasons. 

At the moment, the most press- 
ing reason is the latest barrier 
against short selling recently rais- 
ed by the SEC and taking effect 
next Tuesday. Under that rule, 
short sales, in the regular way, 
of full lots must be made at a 
price at least an eighth above the 
last previous sale. 

In a declining market, that rule 
will practically bar short selling in 
any volume. Brokers are convinc- 
ed, however, that the SEC is pre- 
paring to put still more hobbles 
on short sellers. Talk is also 
prevalent that the ultimate aim of 
the SEC is to ban margin trading 
by little speculators.

BY EXPERT PLANNED 


Welfare Head Deplores 
Present Conditions at 
Milledgeville. 


Plans for a survey of the state 
hospital at Milledgeville to be 
conducted next month by a noted 
psychiatrist were announced yes- 
terday by Arthur Lucas, chair- 
man of the state public welfare 
board. 

He declared also that conditions 
at the state hospital have not been 
improved and that violence among 
the patients is increasing because 
of overcrowding. 

“One woman patient died of 
burns during December,” Lucas 
asserted. It was the third recent 
violent death at the institution. 

Lucas said Dr. W. F. Lorenz, one 
of the outstanding psychiatrists of 
the nation, will be in Atlanta Feb- 
ruary 8 en route to Milledgeville 
to inspect the hospital. Dr. Lo- 
renz is director of psychiatry at 
the University of Wisconsin. He 
will conduct the survey at the re- 
quest of Governor Rivers and the 
public welfare board. There will 
be no cost to Georgia. 

Lucas pointed out more than 
8,000 patients are under the care 
of the hospital authorities in a 
building erected to care for only 
about 4,000. “There is daily dan- 
ger of a holocaust which would 
take the lives of hundreds of the 
inmates,” Lucas said.

Worked With Stevens. 
It was there, “Miss X” said, that 
she worked with the “Stevens” 
couple who spoke French but 
whom she said lived in Moscow. 
When they disappeared she was

told ther had gone “home” be- 
cause their daughter was ill. 
During this period, “Miss X” 
was in constant contact with the 
war office and phoned it the night 
before Glading was arrested. 
Foreign Power Contact, 
Prosecutor G. B. McClure, who 
said there was evidence of a 
“contact with a foreign power,” 
declared “a certain country would 
welcome them with open arms.”

A 10-point plan for improving
